Public Law 96-180
96th Congress
An Act

To revise and extend the Comprehensive Alcohol Abuse and Alcoholism Prevention,
Treatment, and Rehabilitation Act of 1970.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House tﬁiepmsentaum of the
United States of America in Congress assemb.

SectioN 1. (a) This Act may be cited as the “Comprehensive Alcohol
Abuse and Alcoholism Prevention, Treatment, and tion

18. (a)X1) There is established a Commission to be known as the
National Commission on Alcoholism and Other Alcohol-Related
Problems (hereinafter in this section referred to as the “Commis-
sion”’). The Commission shall be composed of—
